continued 
Time and the Railroads 


(Railroads will set the whole world agadding. Grave, 
plodding citizens will be flying like comets....All local 
attachments will be at an end. 

letter in the Western Sun 
of vinvennes, Indiana, July 24, 1830 


The complaint above, written when there were scarcely 
any railroads, was uncannily prophetic. More than any other 
19th-century invention, railroads revolutionized our 
relationship to space and time. As the network of rails 
crisscrossed the country, travel time diminished and the 
distances shrank. Once-isolated communities reached out to 
the rest of the country, and the country, in turn, reached 
them. 

Railroad and telegraph lines spanned the continent 
with amazing speed. Only 23 miles of track had been laid in 
the Unites States by 1830; by the end of the Civil War, the 
number had grown to 35,000 miles; and on the eve of the 
adoption of the Standard Railway Time there were over 
93,000 miles. Telegraph lines - cheaper and easier to erect 
- spread even quicker. Between 1847, when the telegraph was 
commercially introduced, and 1860, 50,000 miles of wire 
went into operation; by 1880, 31,703,000 messages a year 
flashed over 291,000 miles of wire.
